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This is our first meeting, one of those things that 
seemed 1 ike a good idea at the time, so we don't have 
any of those minor details like a regular meeting time 
or place, or whatnot... but we do have a real agenda! 
Here's what's going down: 
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Introductions, Group News, etc... 
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(This is Jorge's sector where he spouts anirte news out 
like a broken geyser.) 

The purpose of this newsletter is to introduce 
folks to a new club in town, dedicated to the popular 
field of Japanese animation, or Japanirne for short. 

We are not presently affiliated with either of the 
national Japanirne fanclubs, the C/FO or the EDC. Our 
goals, for the time being, are much more 
modest: To provide a place for Japanirne fans can get 
together, watch their fauorite shows, and be 
introduced to new shows crossing the Pacific. Right 
now, there are no dues, and anyone can join simply by 
showing up at our first meeting. 

Now that the introductions are out of the way, 
here's a short catch-up on what's been happening in 
Japanirne these last few months. Since I'm assuming most 
novice fans out there watch R080TECH, most of the news 
is ROBOTECH-related. Unfortunately, most of it is bad 
news. 

I'm sure everyone has heard of the upcoming Harmony 
Gold film ROBOTECH- THE MOVIE: THE UNTOLD STORY. But 
has everyone heard that the movie has already come and 
gone, and that it was a complete flop? Read on. 

Here's the facts: The movie was based on the 
Japanese feature film MEGAZONE 23, made by the makers of 
MACROSS but unrelated to any part of the ROBOTECH 
series. The plot of the ROBOTECH movie bears little 
resemblance to the original MEGAZONE 23 movie. Many 
scenes were switched around, many more were cut, and a 
new ending was written by ROBOTECH producer Carl Macek 
and animated by Tatsunoko Productions. A few scenes 
from the SOUTHERN CROSS sepent of ROBOTECH, mostly 
featuring the Robotech Masters, were edited in to 
connect the movie with the TV series (in the ROBOTECH 
timeline, the movie takes place in 2027, just before 
SOUTHERN CROSS, and in fact the movie's final battle is 
the same battle that opened in the episode "Dana's 
Story.") New music for the movie was written by the 
group Three Dog Night, best known for their 1971 hit, 
"Joy to the World." 

There were, in my view, two reasons why ROBOTECH- 
THE MOVIE flopped. One of them has to do with the movie 
itself, but this is not the place to go into the 
inadequacies of the movie. A more complete review can 
be found after this editorial. Anyway, Cannon Films, 
after seeing the movie, was reluctant to release it 
nationwide (such an honor is usually given to such art 
classics as DELTA FORCE) and instead conducted a test 
marketing of the movie in Dallas on the last week in 
July. 



On Premiere Night, I and about thirty other people 
crowded into one of the 400-seat theaters showing 
ROBOTECH. Considering the tremendous amount of 
promotion Cannon did for the movie (a dinky little 
newspaper ad, and a single TV commercial that aired 
during "Perry Mason" around 3 AM) there was little 
wonder why the movie bombed. Harmony Gold, its coffers 
already depleted by the $8 million cost of the movie, 
could only afford to send Carl Macek down to do a little 
stumping on his own, as well as answer the myriad 
questions from confused moviegoers as to what was going 
on in the show. 

Speaking of Harmony Gold's money, Harmony Gold was 
planning to finance the 65 new ROBOTECH II: THE 
SENTINELS episodes using the proceeds from the movie. 
So much for that... at last rumor, there were six 
finished episodes, not enough stations carrying the 
show, and no cash to continue. The series is, as of 
now, deader than Andy Kaufman. 

And now, proving that I have no respect for the 
dead, here are all the "secrets" of the SENTINELS 
series. Some came from the Starlog Festival , and some 
came from Macek in Dallas: 

-The series begins in early 2022, a little more 
than 9 years after MACROSS, and depicts the voyages of 
the SDF-3 on its mission to find the Robotech Masters' 
home planet. 

-Rick 4 Lisa are married in the first episode. 

-Max & Miriya have a second child, a son, early in 
the voyage (having left Dana at home, and having 
explained her hair-color change). The son is blessed 
with psychic pre-cog abilities similar to (but much 
stronger than) Dana's. Later on, Max 4 Miriya have a 
second daughter. 

-Minraei is accidentally aboard the SDF-3 when it 
takes off, and goes boyfriend-hopping aboard ship. 

-Col. T.R. Edwards, first seen in the ROBOTECH 
Graphic Novel, is also aboard the SDF-3 and has some 
unexplained treachery planned concerning Rick. 

-Breetai is micronized and wears a new, 
Iron-Man-style mask covering his entire skull. 

-The SDF-3, upon arrival at the Robotech Masters' 
home planet, discovers that the Masters have already 
departed for Earth, leaving part of their civilian 
population under the control of two Robotech Masters. 
Rather than fighting, the SDF-3 allies with the Masters 
against the Invid. 

-New mecha for the series included an Invid 
"Cougar" drone. 

-The main characters have changed somewhat in 
appearance (as shown on a few sample eels at the Starlog 
Fest, drawn by Haruhiko Mikiraoto). Rick, now 32, has a 
shorter haircut and narrower eyes. Lisa, now 37, has a 
lighter hair color and a new hairstyle (swept back on 
one side, rather punkishly). Max Sterling supposedly 
got a haircut as well, but no eel was shown. 



-The series continues on through the time SOUTHERN 
CROSS is occuring (12/2027 - 10/2028) and ends about the 
time NOSPEADA begins (11/2029), 

These are not to be confused with the Revelations 
by the Brothers of Epsilon, who definitely have their 
own ideas about the show. 

Carl Macek also wanted to do two more ROBOTECH 
series, one taking place after MOSPEADA showing Scott 
Bernard's search for Admiral Hunter, the other taking 
place before the ROBOTECH Graphic Novel (which is set in 
1999) depicting the history of the Zentraedi, the 
Robotech Masters, and the Invid.

Intersound, the studio 
that dubbed ROBOTECH and Hiss Leslie's employer, has 
completed only one episode of the Sentinels series. 
Lisa and Rick get married amidst a confused backdrop of 
background information (or inforHacek) in the first 
episode.

The peak of strange behavior for Animagic had to 
be the 'wild fan party" Saturday night. When our group 
entered the "wild party" room we all began to experience 
Nausicaa flashbacks. Just as in the ending of the movie 
where countless millions of mutant insects are huddled 
around Nausicaa's body, there were the die-hards 
huddling around poor Aline Leslie.

...when it looks like Megazone, but it's 
not... it's ROBOTECH!!! The saga continues with a 
bizarre tale of human aggression in the flopped ROBOTECH 
movie. The ROBOTECH Masters have just arrived looking 
for the SDF-l's computer matrix, which 20 years earlier 
was transferred into the Earth Defense Computer. The 
film is spliced Megazone 23 and Southern Cross footage. 
The S.C. footage suffers on the big screen for two 
reasons, 1) an avid ROBOTECHnik will recognize every 
second of Masters footage; and 2) the film is not suited 
for the big screen; fuzziness prevails.
